Washington, August 10.—Even 
more extensive changes in tax levies 
than were agreed upon at the white 
house conference between Presi- 
dnt Harding and republican leaders 
of the house of representatives were 
voted tentatively today by the ma- 
jority members of the ways and 
means committee. Summarized in 
a formal statement, the committee 
action included: 

Repeal of the excess profits tax, 
effective January. 1, 1921. 

An increase of the income tax 
on corporations from 10 per cent to 
15 per cent with the $2,000 exemption 
retained, effective January 1, 1921. 

Repeal of all taxes on the trans-~ 
portation of freight and passengers 
and on seats and berths, effective 
January 1, 1922. 

An inerease in the exemption to 
heads of families on account of de- 
pendents to $400 for each depend- 


Repeal of Luxury Tax. 
Repeal of the so-called luxury 


Januaty 1, 1922. 

Exemption from inéome. tax. of the 
first $500 of income from stock held 
in building and loan associations. 

Revisions of existing taxes includ- 
ed: 

Repeal of the tax on fountain 
drinks and ice cream and the substi« 
tution of a flat tax of 10 cents a

Oil companies operating in Geor- 
gia will bring legal proceedings 
within a few days to test the con- 
stitutionality of the gasoline tax 
of one cent a@ gallon provided in a 
{ll passed by the legislature and 
signed Wednesday by Governor 
Hardwick, it was announced Wed- 
nesday afternoon by R. N, Reed, 
president, of the Reed Oil compar. 
Governdér Hardwick signed the! 
gasoline tax: bill Wédnesday after- 
noon. He stated he was confident 
it would stand the test of the 
courts. Mr. Reed, who is the head 
of. one of the largest companies 
handling gasoline ‘in Georgia, stat- 
ed that the first step probably 
would be to bring proceedings in 
the state courts. 

Mr. Reed declared if the tax is 
fonud to’be legal: it will be paid 
but said the one cent a gallon will 
be paid by the consumer. He said 
that before. the customers are 
charged this increase the constitu- 
tionality of the measure will be 
ascertained. 


Will Bring Big Revenue. 


According to the estimates made 
by those backing the gasoline tax 
bill that measure will bring a reve- 
nue of approximately $1,100,000 a 
year. The total appropriations by 
the legislature amount to approxi- 
mately $11,500,000 and if the gaso- 
line tax law is declared unconstitu- 
tional the revenues of the state will 
be seriously crippled. 

In outlining his views of the sit- 
uation, Mr. Reed said :

SENATE IS ASSAILED |

Senators Charged With 
“Seeking to Choke Tax 
Bill Down the House’s

Adopting a general tax bill which 
will provide an estimated revenue 
Of $12,200,000 to meet appropria- 
tions totaling $10,300,000, the 1921 
session of the eorgia legislature 
came to a close at 2:22 o’clock 
Thursday morning. Final passage 
of the tax measure came after many 
conferences had been held by joint 
committees, and after many hours 
had been spent in considering 
amendments. 

The last important action taken 
by the two branches a few minutes 
before adjournment was adoption 
of a conference committee’s report 
covering appropriations for pen- 
sions of confederate veterans. Un- 
der provisions of the bill as adopt- 
ed as a compromise, approximately 
$2,100,000 will be lopped off the 
special and deficiency appropria- 
tions. This will leave $1,250,000 for 
each year in the general appropria- 
tion bill and $852,000 as a deficien- 
cy appropriatton for 1921. 

Working with the clock. turned 
back, the. house and senate ended 
the 1921 session amidst the usual 
confusion marking the last hours of 
an annual meeting of a Georgia 
legislature. Some of. the members 
were tired and worn out after the 
arduous work of the final day, 
while many werfe hilarious and cele- 
brated. the conclusion in. good -hu- 


mor, 

With a revenue of appfoximately 
$12,200,000 and with appropriations 
of about $10,300,000, it is indicated 
that there will be a difference of 
$1,900,000, which probably will roll 
uD a substantial surplus at the end: 
of the fiscal year. 

Several sharp tilts occurred dur- 
ing the debate over a resolution to 
adjourn sine die, charges being 
made that the administration had 
sought to coerce sdéme of the mem- 
bers into voting’ for the tax meas- 
ure. It ‘Was charged also on the 
floor of the houee that the senate 
was “seeking to choke the tax bill 
down the house’s throat.” 

Considers Pension Bill. 

Immediately after the tax act was 
passed the house took up considera- 
tion of the pension bill. Because 
of difference between the house and 
Senate over the amount.of money 
to be appropriated for pensions,, a 
conference committee was appoint- 
ed. The committee held a long con- 
ference and was unable to reach an 
agreement, Speaker WNeiil then 
named a@ new committee to confer 
with the eenate committee relative 
to the pension bill. A second com- 
mittee later recommended that the 
senate secede from its position in 
attempting to increase pensions. If 
the recommendations are adopted 
the pension fund will be $852,000, 
showing a decrease of $1,648.00 
from last year,

LINNEY CONFIRMED 
AT STORMY SESSION 


Washington, August 10.—The 
nomination of Frank A, Linney, re- 
publican state chairman of North 
Carolina, to be federal attorney for 
the western North Carolina district, 
was confirmed late today by the 
senate after opposition had been 
voiced over his position on the 
question of negro voting. The vote 


was said to have been 31 to 17. 

Mr. Linney was’ charged with 
having prevented voting of North 
Carolina negroes, He also was 
criticised for his alleged statement 
that he favored applying the liter- 
acy test to illiterate white persons 
as well as negroes. 

It took almost thirty hours of 
stormy debate behind closed doors 
to confirm Mr. Linney, and a vet- 
eran senator said the discussion 
over the race question was like for- 
mer “bloody shirt” debates. Party 
lines were divided and a large num- 
ber of the opponents were said to 
be republicans but the roll call was 
ordered kept secret.

ficiently clear that the Reed com- 
pany will do the same thing that 
is done by every other company 
that sells gasoline in Georgia. 

“We have not decided what 
course to pursue but the probabili- 
ty is that the first step to be taken 
by the gasoline companies will be 
to submit the new law to the tests 
of the courts and see whether or 
not it is legal. 

“We have the matter now under 
consideration and decision will be 
made in a few days. 

Levy of New Tax. 

“The new tax bill levies a tax 
of $50 on every truck and tank 
wagon carrying gasoline and oils—~ 
this in addition to our usual busi- 
ness tax, both city and federal. 

“If the extra one cent a gallon 
tax is legal it will, of coure, be 
paid by the consumer, and this will 
automatically raise the price of 
gasoline one cent a gallon. 

“Before our customers are charg- 
ed this increase, however, we must 
first ascertain whether or not this 
tax is legal.” 

Governor Hadwick said it is the 
plan of the bill to place the tax 
on gasoline at its source. The tax 
will be collected from the dealers 
who import the oil in bulk. After 
the tax is once paid by a dealer no 
other tax will be placed. on it. 
After the oil once arrives in Geor- 
gia and the one cent tax is imposed 
no other tax -will be imposed no 
matter how many times the gaso- 
line is thereafter sold by dealers.

'regret it at all. I’m the happiest 
woman in the world.” 

In these words Miss Olivia M. P. 
Stone, Cincinnati nurse, still contin- 
ues to express her satisfaction over 
the killing of Ellis Guy Kinkead, 
lawyer whom she asserts was for- 
merly her common law husband, and 
who died after she had fired five 
shots into his body last Friday 
night. 

Mrs. Kinkead, widow of the slain 
man, told reporters that the nurse’s 
alleged relations with Mr. Kinkead 
was not the the first time Miss Stone 
had had trouble with men. 

“About ten or eleven years ago,” 
she said, “the Covington, Ky., and 
Cincinnati newspapers had long ac-- 
counts of an affair she had with a 
wealthy Cincinnati business man, He 
had suffered a nervous breakdown, 
like my husband, and she was called 
in to take care of him. The Stone 
woman accompanied him on a trip 
to Europe and onthe way over there 
was trouble on the ship which the 
captain had to settle. Miss Stone 
later preferred charges against the 
man, but the matter was settled 
out of court, 

‘When she says she sued my hus- 
band for divorce she tells of an oc- 
casion when the whole matter was 
threshed out in court and she was 
told that she had no legal stand- 
ing.” 

Mrs. Kinkead said Miss Stone fre- 
quently wrote letters to her hus- 
band demanding money and that 
they came to New York in 
the hone of losing her. “Mr. Kin- 
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Miss Olivia M. P. Stone, photographed on way to jail, and Ellis 


10.—“I don't; kead,”’ she added. “had just arrang- 


ed to set up offices in the Vander- 
bilt building, Monday. Il am sure, 
though, he had a feeling she was 
here after him.

“She is 
not from Covington or Louisville, 
as she has claimed, but from the 
mountains of Tennessee. and she has 
all the fiery characteristics of the 
mountaineers, I believe she is men- 
tally unbalanced.”

clerk’s office show Miss Stone start- 
ed a suit for divorce from Mr, Kin- 
kead on.June 5 last; naming Mrs. 
Kinkead corespondent, alleging she 
was the lwayer’s common law wife. 
The nurse asked for alimony pend- 
ing trial, but Justice Whitaker 
denied her claim, Mr. Kinkead 
stated in his answer to the nurse’s 
complaint that he was “unconscious 
and delirious” while in the care of 
Miss Stone and that his mental con- 
dition was such that he had but 
a vague idea of what had happened. 

Dispatches from Louisville, Ky., 
said that Mr. Kinkead was married 
to Miss Marie Louise Gormley in 
that city two years ago. Miss Julia 
Gormley, a sister of Mrs. Kinkead, 
described Miss Stone as being 52 
years old and said that after the 
marriage of the lawyer to her sister

HOPPE STAYS 
IN TOURNEYS 


ew York, August 10.—Willie 
Hoppe, world’s champion billiardist, 
does not dntend to withdraw from 
tournament competition, it has been 
announced in explanation of his re- 
cent deciaration that all of his fu- 


ture matcheg for the title ‘would be 
played on a winner-take-all basis. 

In the annual tournament Hoppe 
realizes, his manager, R. B. Benja- 
min, stated, that second and third 
prizes should ve given and he has 
no obdjectoin to the tournament 
rules. He has established a prece- 
dent, however, by. expressing a wil- 
lingness to meet all comers on a 
winner-take-all basis and his an- 
nouncement has brought a change 
in the rules for championship play, 
both in tournament and challenge 
matches. 

Under the rules in vogue for about 
four years champions in the three 
modes of play, balkline, three cush- 
ion and pocket billiards, have been 
called upon to defend their titles 
only once a year and then in the 
championship tournaments. They 
were not expected to entertain any 
challenges. 

Old Plan Returns. 

Billiards now returns to the con- 
ditions existing before the tourna- 
ment idea was adopted. 

Under the revised 
tournament games will be at 400 
points each, as in the past, but in 
the event of a tie the deciding game 
will be at 500 points. Challenge 
matches played after the tourna- 
ment will be at not less than 500 
points and at as many points more 
as the rival players may agree upon. 

The next championship tourna- 
ment will be held at Chicago from 
November 14 to 19. It is expected 
that the meeting will be more of an 
invitation affair with only the lead- 
ing balkline players requested to 
compete. The tournament this year 
probably will be for the world's 
championship rather than for the 
national title. 

In announcing further conditions 
for Hoppe’s challenge matches 
Manager Benjamin stated that chal- 
lengers would be required to post as 
a side bet $1,00 for every 1,000 
points comprising the match.

Hitting Resulis 


Bill Rariden, captain of our 
Crackers, is very frank about all 
matters in baseball, and that is 
probably one reason why we believe 
that Bill is going to make one of 
the most successful field directors

HELP IS PLEDGED 
IN SAFETY WORK 


Immediately after they had pledg- 
ed their unqualified co-operation to 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce in 
that organization's efforts to curb 
reckless driving and to institute a 
permanent “Safety First” campaign, 
Chief of Police Beavers and Re- 
corder George EB. Johnson Wednes- 
day engaged in open warfare 
against speeding and violation of 
traffic laws, 

The recorder made his position 
when he fined four negroes $25 each 
and revoked their driving licenses 
for a period of thirty days upon 
conviction of reckless driving and 
put a $50 fine upon another man 
who had taken his employer's car 
without permission and figured in 
an accidents 

The heads of the police depart- 
ment and recorder’s court entered 
more actively in the campaign 
against carelessness following a 
visit of inspection to police head- 
quarters Wednesday by the safety 
committee of the junior chamber. 
They told the young men who called 
upon the department that they are 
willing and eager to put a stop 
to the large number of accidents 
in Atlanta, but the committee was 
of the opinion that the police de- 
partment and police court are op- 
erated on a system hich does not 
allow the closest co-ofiination. 

Views of Officials. 

Both Judge Johnson and Chief 
Beavers welcomed the junior cham- 
ber officials warmly and both ex- 
pressed belief that still better re- 
sults in the war on recklessness 
could be secured by more _ arrests 
and prosecutions. 

Chief Beavers was of the opinion 
that penalties inflicted on traffic 
law violators are not sufficiently 
heavy to impress drivers with the 
serieusness of the situation. 

On the other hand, Judge John- 
son declared that many cases made 
against traffic law violators never 
came into his court through no fault 
of his own. 

System Is Wrong. 

The conclusion reached by the 
committee was that the spirit of 
law enforcement was all right, but 
that the system was wrong some- 
where, especially in view of the 
further belief that this condition 
has educated the people of Atlanta 
to carelessness instead Of care. 
With Mr. LeCraw on the committee 
which has been supervising the 
work of “No Accident’ week are 
Henry Robinson, Henry Grady, Jr., 
William A. Parker, Jr.. Agnew Field 
and Walter Dillard, Jr. 

“We also discovered some interest- 
ine figures in our trip to the police 
station.” said Mr. LeCraw, in dis- 
eussing the situation. “During the 
nast seven months,” said Mr. Le-

Divided Into Factions. 

As a result, the kindred ortho- 
dox Greek churches, here and 
abroad, and the orthodox laity, are 
divided in two factions as to which 
of the two men is the lawful metro- 
politan of Athens and the exofficio 
president of the holy synod of 
Greece, 

Supporters of Meletios are led and 
encouraged by the Patriarchate of 
Constantinople, while the supporters 
of Theocletos are backed by the 
present government of Greece. 

The supporters of Meletios in At- 
lanta are designated democratic 
Greeks, while those in opposition 
are termed autocratic. 

According to 8S. G. Georgiades, of 
Atlanta»"the Atlanta Greek church 
is divided, a majority of the trus- 
tees, but a minority of the mem- 
bers, adhering to the autocratic or 
Conétantine side, while a minority 
of the trustees and a majority of 
the church members are democratic 
and adhere to the synod, elected 
by the high board of bishops and 
recognized by Venizelos.” 


Try to Depose King. 


“An attempt has been made by 
the majority of the trustees of the 
Atlanta church to supplant Papaio- 
nou, for threg@ years priest of the 
Greek church in Atlanta, and place 
in his stead a priest to be appoint- 
ed by the synod controlled by King 
Constantine, which violates the by- 
laws of the church. This is alleged 
in the suit filed in the superior 
court of Fulton county. The suit 
involves, first, the construction of 
the by-lawe of the church in Atlan- 
ta, and second, who are the authori- 
ties to be recognized, those exist- 
ing during the regime of Venizelos 
or those now claimed to exist un- 
der the authority of King Constan- 
tine. 

“It is contended by the plain- 
tiffs, the democratic Greeks of At- 
lanta, who are also Venizelists, that 
the principle of freedom and de- 
mocracy of the church should be 
recognized; and that the royalists, 
dominated by King Constantine, 
should not control. It is democra- 
ey against autocracy and the es- 
tablished authorities of the church 
against the usurpations of a king.’ 

The plaintiffs of the case are rep- 
resented by Watkins, Russell & As- 
bill. while the defendants are repre- 
sented by R. B.*Blackburn and Col- 
quitt & Conyers.

A con- 
tinuance of the inquest, which was 
to have taken place at 5 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon, was post- 
poned until Thursday afternoon at 


the same time. The continuance 
was requested by the coroner's 
jury, which, after a two-hour ses- 
sion Wednesday morning, was un- 
able to render a decision as to how 
Mr. Edgar met his death, and asked 
to hear further testimony. 

- According to persons who exam- 
ined the body shortly after the ac- 
cident at midnight Monday, the 
wound could hardly have been made 
by an automobile unless it had a 
broken fender or an unusually sharp 
object on the front. 


Dr. Noble Teatifies. 


Dr. George Noble, Jr., testified 
that the wound could have been 
caused by a stab from a dull knife 
or by. a sharp object on the front 
of the automobile. The injury that, 
in his opinion caused death, was a 
cut about six inches above the knee, 
one-half inch in length and about 
three inches in depth, which eevered 
the femoral artery and caused 
death in a short time from hem- 
orrhage. 

“The wound appears to have been 
made by a somewhat blunt rather 
than a sharp-pointed instrument,” 
said Dr. Noble. “It must have been 
driven with great force.” 

“In your opinion, could these in- 
juries have resulted from the im- 
pact of an automobile running at 
high speed?” asked Coroner Paul 
Donehoo. 

“T think so,” replied Dr. Noble. 

Other indications also pointed to 
the probability of an automobile 
having struck Edgar. 

Loyd Wilhoit, city editor of The 
Constitution, who, with Paul War- 
wick and Comer Howell, reporters 
in The Constitution, was the first 
to find Mr. Edgar Monday night, 
was the first witness. 


Saw Man on Street. 


He testified that he saw a man 
lying in the street near the curb 
as he was riding home from work 
about midnight. He gaid the other 
two did not see the body, but after 
driving by, turned at the next street 
corner and came back. Accompa- 
nied by the crew of a street car 
passing at the time they went up 
to the body and discovering that the 
man was still breathing, called the 
Grady ambulance. After a wait of 
‘twenty minutes during which the 
‘ambulance failed to make its ap- 
pearance Mr. Wilhoit called the 
Patterson ambulance, which arrived 
in about five minutes. In the mean- 
time the victim had died. 

L. L. Shivers, who took Mr. Edgar 
home late at night, tostified that 
he had played golf with him at 
Brookhaven Monday afternoon and 
about 7 o’clock had taken him to 
the Shivers’ home at 75 Springdale 
road for dinner. About 10:30 o’clock 
he had started to take the golfer 
home in his car. 

He said that they reached the 
home at 385 West Peachtree short- 
ly after and that they had talked 
a moment before he left to drive 
on West Peachtree to Fourth street 
and so home. He said that he did 
not see or hear any other car in the 
vicinity, and that Mr. Edgar ap- 
peared to be perfectly normal in 
every way when he left him, 

Miss Warren on Stand. 

Miss L. S. Warren, who first call- 
ed the police, testified that she 
was awakened by a loud crash near 
the house. Following this she 
heard a groan. Going to the win- 
dow she saw the body of a man 
lying near the curb in the street 
in front of the house. 

“T also heard a motor car,” said 
Miss Warren. “It was running 
rapidly and from the sound it seem- 
ed to be a high powered car. It 
seemed to be going out West Peach- 
tree street. 

The last witness to be éalled was 
Tom Wilson, assistant professional 
at Druid Hills who lived at the 
same place. His testimony brought 
out the hitherto unknown fact that 
the car seemed to have stopped mo- 
mentarily after the accident and 
then gone on. 

“At about 12:15 o'clock Tuesday 
morning,” said Wilson, “I got out of 
bed to get adrink of water. AsI was 
getting back in bed I heard a mo- 
tor car drive up in front of. the 
house and stop. I imagine it was 
the car in which Mr. Edgar return- 
ed. A few minutes later—I can't 
say just how long—TI heard a car 
coming at high speed, judging by 
the exhaust. Then I heard a sort 
of thud and the car stopped. Then 
it started off again. I paid no at- 
tention to it until a few minutes 
later somebody came into the house 
and asked to use the telephone. 
‘saying there was a man hurt. isiI 
jumped out of bed, put on an over- 
coat and ran down to the street. I 
recognized Douglas at once. He was 
unconscious.

“T desire to say I have never evad- 
ed arrest upon the frame-up charges 
in my indictment in the many coun- 
ties of this state, which I have 
Since visited,” he said. “The sher- 
iff of Sangamon county was close- 
ly advised of my movements and 
could have ordered my arrest in any 
county where I happened to be, if 
he so desired. No molestation has 
een attempted, except in gang- 
ruled Sangamon county. Here the 
ruffianism of corrupt politics has 
threatened the orderly processs of 
government. 

Work of Malicious Enemies, 


“Notwithstanding pretensions of 
decency, my enemtes maliciously 
staged a spectacular arrest under 
circumstances intended to humili- 
ate me and to disgrace the people 
of .our state. Even though the 
sheriff stated he had no thought 
that I would evade arrest, nevethe- 
less the capitol of the state was be- 
sieged and surrounded by an army 
of deputies drawn from the siums 
of the city of Springfield, and when 
I was finally arrested in the execu- 
tive mansion the sheriff perempto- 
rily refused to examine or accept a 
bond with surety which I present- 
ed and forcibly took me from the 
executive mansion and paraded me 
through a mob which had been 
assembled to jeer and insult the 
governor. 

“In view of the great issue of 
public policy involved in this dis- 
creditable and unprecedented pro- 
ceeding, the facts in this contro- 
versy must be brought to light 
without delay. My innocence is 
known to me. The people all over 
this state must know ft. 

“Proceedings thus far have been 
founded on untruth: the next pro- 
ceeding must reveal the truth.”

CONGRESS GIVEN 
g SPCED-UP ORDERS 


Washington, August 10.—Speed- 
ing up orders were given congress 


tween President Harding and re- 
publican leaders for a _ thirty-day 
adjournment of both houses and 
senate about August 20, providing 
that in the meantime the agricultur- 
al credits measure ‘is enacted and 
the house passes the tax revision 
bill. 

Under the tentative plan, the rail- 
road debt funding, the allied debt 
refunding and other bills will go 
over until September. Enactment 
of several important measures be- 
fore the recess date, however, is 
contemplated. 


The recess and legislative pro- 
gTam was arranged more definitely 
by the president at a luncheon to- 
day with Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
hcusetts, republican leader, and 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, assistant 
leader, after the president’s discus- 
sion yesterday with house leaders, 

Representations by Senators 
Lodge and Curtis that tariff, tax 
and railroad funding legislation ac- 
tually would be expedited by the 
proposed recess were said to have 
figured largely in the president’s 
assent to the thirty day vacation.

Americus, Ga., August 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fifty thousand dollars will 
be expended immediately in relocat- 
ing and rebuilding that part of the 
Dixie.highway between the Sumter 
county line and Leesburg.
